For Effective Management

Previous parts of this series have 
stressed the need for economically- 
weighted data and the avoidance of 
decisions made on single facts. What 
now must be considered is how the 
activities in production and sales affect 
the financial state of health of the 
company. 

The sales effort actually is the con- 
necting link between production and 
capital. The sales activity generates 
the product mix sold. If that mix is 
rich in usage of equipment which 
have high machine-hour rates, then 
the production needs are satisfied in 
terms of expense recovery. However, 
the product mix optimum for produc- 
tion economy may require the support 
of a large inventory commitment, 
which may in turn unbalance the cap- 
ital safety of the company. 

Management must select a product 
mix which harmonizes with both the 
needs of production and the require- 
ments for a sound state of financial 
health. This is shown more vividly 
in Chart 1 which shows the interrela- 
tionship of expense recovery, inven- 
tory levels, elements of capital health 
and profits for four different product 
mixes at the same sales level. 


Capital MC: 
In the financial and capital areas, 
ratios are constructed and interwoven 
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similar to the production and _ sales 
areas. In this way, changes in isolated 
values are made economically mean- 
ingful. It should be kept in mind, 
that as events external to the capital 
change, so do the elements of financial 
health, and these affect the capital 
architecture. 


Ratio Fl: Net Worth Turnover 

This ratio shows whether overtrad- 
ing or undertrading is present. Over- 
trading refers to a high level of sales

for the capital invested which in- 
variably requires higher credit, to the 
point where the creditors have more 
capital at stake than the owners. As 
the ratio of liabilities to net worth 
increases, the creditors’ margin of 
safety is reduced and the company 
may be in serious difficulty with a 
drop in earnings or a general trend 
towards price reduction. 


Ratio FIV: Return on Total Resources 
This is a ratio between the net 
profits earned on sales and the total 
assets of the business. It shows how

many asset dollars are required to 
produce a dollar's worth of profit. 
Since this ratio is a generalized type, 
like the current ratio, it does not pin- 
point the contributing factors. This 
ratio is helpful in assessing in gen- 
eral, the profit-asset relationship for 
different lines of products. It is par- 
ticularly revealing in rating similar 
plants in a multi-plant operation. 


The ratio expresses the profitability 
on the use of all the resources of the 
business and is often mistaken for the 
return-on-investment ratio. 

If a company earns a higher profit 
on Total Capital Employed than the 
interest they have to pav on borrowed 

capital, then as the borrowed capital 
becomes a larger segment of the Total 
Capital Employed the greater is the 
return to stockholders. The decision 
as to how far to carry this calls for 
a proper balancing between owned 
and borrowed capital, consistent with 
a sound current ratio. 


Ratio FXI: Fixed Asset Productivity 


This ratio indicates the power, 
virility and productivity of the equip- 
ment and the other capital invest- 
ments. This is one of the most sig- 
nificant ratios in the MC technique. 
This index also gives indication of the 
elasticity of the business which shows 
how broad or restricted the range is 
in which sales are made at a profit. 

If the ratio is high, the standby or 
period expenses are low, the break- 
even point is low and there is oppor- 
tunity for profit to be made over a 
wider range of sales. As the ratio 


decreases, it could be an indicat 
of insufficient sales, even with a | 
anced fixed asset-net worth structu: 
or, if the sales level is acceptable 
could be that the level of fixed asset 
are too high for what the sales effo: 
can reasonably produce and/or to 
high in comparison to net worth. 


Evaluation of the Capital Structure 
and Financial Management: 
Exhibit 9 shows a number of ele- 
mentary ratios for evaluating — the 
strength of the capital structure and 
the quality of financial management 
The following describe a few of them: 


Managerial Control of the Capital 
Function: 

The ratios just presented and dis- 
cussed provide both upper manage- 
ment and financial management with 
an appraisal of the existing strengths 
in the capital structure and the direc- 
tion in which it is headed, and give 
also an insight into the effectiveness 
with which operating dynamics are 
handled in the management of the 
money in the business. 

Charts which show movement of 
events and their changes on the finan- 
cial state vividly picture the ability of 
financial management to cope with 
these problems. The ratio curve move- 
ments show the responsiveness of cer- 
tain financial factors to outside 
stimuli—decisions made by those out- 
side the financial management area 
but whose acts impact in capital and 
finance nevertheless. 

The following charts diagnose, 
tvpify and show the effect of some of 
this action and reaction:

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CHART 10: This shows a relation- 
ship between the Net Profit, Liabil- 
ities, Inventory Turnover, and Sales. 
In this chart, the inventory turnover 
is too high and causes a sharp in- 
crease in liabilities. The additional 
borrowed capital causes __ interest 
charges to accumulate; a charge 
against profits. This is shown by a 
leveling off of the net profits. The 


increment in sales is slow and gradu 
compared to the other curves. Th 
is a characteristic of the company an 
is not necessarily true for all manu 
facturers. What this means is that ; 
small increase in sales causes a larg« 
increase in the Liabilities. 

There is a plateau in the net profit 
range within which a lower sales level 
will reduce the inventory turnover 
and the liabilities. It should be man- 
agement’s job to select the optimum 
between liabilities and net profit, i.e., 
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‘etermine what point in the net profit 
inge optimizes Liabilities and Sales. 


Otherwise, the only way out of 
his dilemma is a critical selling of the 
vpe of product mix that accomplishes 
. fast expense recovery with a min- 
mum increment in liabilities. The 
iuthor has been consulted by com- 
panies who were experiencing this 
tvpe of characteristic at 55% of ca- 
pacity. These plants had available 
capacity and could get the sales to 
absorb it. But if they had taken ad- 


vantage of the extra capacity and 
added sales, they would have been 
insolvent. 


CHART 11: This shows the effects of 
overtrading. As the sales become too 
great for the company’s net worth, 
the liabilities surge and this drops the 
current ratio. Then due to the in- 
creased interest expenses, which are a 
charge against profits, the profits begin 
to level off so that it becomes uneco- 
nomical to increase sales unless more 
invested capital is attracted. The

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optimum point is in the area of the 
light vertical line. If the company 
has this kind of relationship as a 
guide, it knows how far to go or when 
to stop. 

Besides the lack of economy pro- 
duced by overtrading, the creditors 
acquire increasingly greater financial 
interest in the company because of the 
company’s excessive use of credit, and 
management is faced with either re- 
ducing sales, increasing prices or in- 
vesting more capital. 


So many companies, particularly 
those started by salesmen, just cannot 
turn down increased sales. Unfortu- 
nately, as sales increase over the 
proper proportion for its net worth, 
there is expansion in other areas which 
will soon overshadow the positive 
effects of the sales increase. And 
eventually these expansions will 
smother the company—even as sales 
are still increasing. 


Unless movements are policed, 
overtrading dangers will creep in. By 
watching the movement and the in- 
terrelationships, inventories are care- 
fully stocked and pruned; collections 
policed; selective selling done with 
more emphasis on expense recovery 
than on the sheer volume of sales. 


Some companies, particularly those 

who sell machine time (machine 
shops, lumber millwork, boxboard con- 
tainers, large printers, etc.) who don’t 
police the growth of their fixed assets, 
cannot back off on their sales in an 
effort to avoid overtrading. There is 
the continuing high level of their 
period or standby expenses, which if 
not recovered could rapidly lead to 
large losses. Especially vital to these 
companies are controls which quickly 
spot the insidious and hard-to-change 
patterns. 
CHART 12: This chart shows the 
ratio movements in a company headed 
for insolvency via sales increases. 
Here we have a steady increase in 
sales which after a time becomes too 
great for the capital structure to sup- 
port. The nature of the business 
requires high inventory levels and un- 
fortunately the collection policy was 
not tailored to this characteristic. As 
a result, the CR dropped rapidly be- 
cause of the increase in the current 
liabilities which was financing the 
inventory. 

The tragedy in this company was 
that the net profits began to fall off 
at about 60% of the plant capacity. 
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Edward Asadoorian

FURNITURE DESIGNER OF THE MONTH / BY CAROLYN KNUEMANN 


Like a bright young meteor on the 
design horizon, Lawrence Peabody is 
rapidly becoming a name—and a 
force—in Contemporary American fur- 
niture design. 

His “Peabody Collection” (living 
room, bedroom, dining room) for 
Richardson-Nemschoff (Richardson 
Brothers of Sheboygan Falls, Wisc., 
and Nemschoff Chairs of Sheboygan, 
Wisc.) combines fresh ideas with 
sound furniture-making. His _ free- 
wheeling kaleidoscope for Child Craft 
Furniture of Salem, Ind. (division of 
Smith Cabinet Manufacturing Co.), 
presents a novel and practical ap- 
proach to juvenile furnishings. 

For Plymouth Rubber Company 
(Plyhide), he does unexpected things 
with vinyl fabric. 

His philosophy of design embodies 
simplicity, honesty, and the concept 
of each room as part of a co-ordinated 
whole. “I’m an integrationist,” says 
designer-decorator Peabody. 

Space-saving is a primary motive. 
Clever ideas are valuable. An archi- 
tectural background projects. 

And, because he has a Norwegian 
wife (Bette) and a profound rever- 
ence for all mankind, this transcen- 
dental New Englander (from Boston, 
Mass., and Rindge, N. H.) gives an 
international flavor to his work. He 
has spent much time in Europe—from 
student days at the Roval Academy 
of Fine Arts in Copenhagen, to cur- 
rent trips abroad. Clients have in- 
cluded manufacturers in Austria, 
China, Mexico, the Hawaiian Islands, 
and Denmark. 

What design features help sell a 
product, in his opinion? 

Timeliness (“meeting market de- 
mand”); 

Timelessness (“not designing for 
obsolescence, not jumping on every 
bandwagon of fashion”) ; 

Purity; 

Quality of workmanship (“good 
construction joints, good materials, all 
the way through”) ; 

Relation to factory's ability to do 





unusual things (“Richardson can 
steam-bend backs and arms that join 
front posts in a continuous line, and 
vet can retail the product as low as 
$39.50”). 

Peabody frankly admits that as a 
designer specializing in furniture, “I 
am in love with all woods—properly 
used.” But “As a designer of mass- 
produced furniture, my major wood 
approach is to utilize lumber native 
to the area—in the case of the Pea- 
body Collection, Wisconsin elm. We 
have developed two wonderful fin- 
ishes—a warm amber, related to Early 
American pine, cherry, maple; and a 
warm tobacco shade.” 

Exotic woods used as accent are 
excellent ways to enrich and lend nat- 
ural decorative detail to Contem- 
porary furniture, Peabody adds. For 
example, a new piece which joined 
the collection during January markets 
was a buffet storage unit with doors 
of African Zebra wood. 

“The present approach to warmth 
in woods—great interest in oiled wal- 
nuts, teak and such—is an outgrowth 
of the trend towards better, more 
forthright design,” he thinks. 

In cover materials, Peabody likes to 
use both textiles and plastics. 

“Among textiles, many traditional 
raw materials have been rediscovered, 
as well as the new ‘man-made’ fibers. 
Linens are now more important in 
Contemporary promotionally-priced 
material. Silks have again become a 
very important material. Even velvets 
have found their place, and can give 
a fine richness of texture. 

“All the ‘man-mades’ inject an ex- 
citing and practical note. For instance, 
with a combination silk and nylon- 
silk warp, it’s possible to put tradi- 
tional flocking type designs with new 
richness to a practical material. 

“Vinyls have really come into their 
own. They are no longer freak mate- 
rials—something cheap, to use as a 
substitute! Things are possible with 
vinyls that are possible with no other

material for upholstery. There is a 
whole fresh approach to color. Color 
schemes are almost a thing of the 
past. All colors properly used are 
good. They offer a chance for individ- 
ualitvy—to the manufacturer, retailer, 
and most important to Mr. and Mrs. 
America!” 

Peabody feels strongly about  in- 
dividualism. He is a mixer. “It would 
be awful to make every home a cor- 
relation—of any one company!” 

(In his personal life too, the sandy- 


haired, dynamic artist likes to mix 
furniture—at the Boston apartment 
and the Rindge farmhouse.) 

Hardware is an integral part of 
over-all design, Peabody emphasizes. 
“It’s not something stuck on to dress 
up an inadequate design. More and 
more furniture designers are planning 
their own hardware—a homogeneous 
form sculptured from the same or con- 
trasting wood.” 

What are the essential steps to de- 
sign, as 36-year-old Lawre.:ce Pea- 
body begins a piece of furniture? 

Aesthetics first—what will be beauti- 
ful and what will work in a home;

Production, such as wood-bending 
and upholstery techniques. 

“I do no competitive designing,” 
he states. “I wouldn't design another 
line of dining room, for example.” 
The Peabody studio is in Boston. He 
and his two associates—David Lewis 
and Peter Milne—are alumni of the 
Rhode Island School of Design. 

He does a considerable amount of 
interior and space-planning design, 
and supervises all client showrooms 
in San Francisco, Dallas, Chicago, 
New York, Boston and other cities. 

Interpreting his philosophy of de- 
sign on a practical level, Peabody has 
set the Richardson pieces to modular 
scale—38 and 58 inch lengths—for 
complete interchangeability through- 
out the group. Many cabinets may be 
wall-hung or stacked on bases. There 
are open-and-close shelf units, a drop- 
lid bar, and work surfaces of white 
plastic. A small rectangular end table 
has a molded plastic tray top that 
makes an ottoman for extra seating. 
A step table has a molded plastic 
shelf of high-pressure laminate. A 
pedestal desk has a white plastic writ- 
ing surface, and a single tier of wood 
or colored letter bins and_ small 
drawers. 

Color novelty is used further in 
Richardson’s drawers for desk and 
cabinet interiors. The customer has a 
choice: sharp blue and brilliant leaf 
green, or lemon yellow, mustard and 
light tangerine. 

The Richardson bedroom collection, 
by Peabody, is predicated on the idea 
that today’s bedrooms may have to 
serve also as living rooms. Style is 
off-the-floor. Large storage drawers 
have half-moon wood pulls; shallow 
drawers are fitted with small, round 
porcelain hardware—white on walnut 
cases, black on teak cases. A 59-inch 
triple dresser has 10 drawers of vary- 
ing sizes. Reversible wood-cane slid- 
ing doors are used. A mobile blanket 
chest, with bright cushions, offers stor- 
age and seating. A nightstand has a 
white plastic tray-shelf sliding out 
from below—for snacks, telephone or 
general utility. 

In Nemschoff’s upholstered, Pea- 
body strives for sleek styling plus 
“posture-positioned” seating. Frequent 
high backs cradle neck and head. A 
recliner has a foot-rest. Two wing 
chairs—one with upholstered arm, one 
with wood arm wrapping around the 
back—were “inspired by revival of the 
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Franklin stove.” Two adaptations of 
the Morris Chair invite six-foot males. 
A Rocket Age Rocking Chair, Danish 
in feeling, offers balmy motion for 
jittery nerves. A sofa has the “sus- 
pended look” a an overhanging 
base treatment. Foam construction, 
rubber webbing, and advanced spring- 
ing are used on all upholstered pieces. 

In his juvenile furniture, Peabody 
is most uninhibited. For Child Craft 
he created one ensemble with a rev- 
olutionary drawer treatment instead 
of the traditional flat surface. Draw- 
ers, slanted in clapboard shingle 
fashion, are fronted with vertical 
sculptured ripples — white drawers 
against contrasting walnut or blond 
top, sides and legs. In another en- 
semble, draw-pulls are cheerful yel- 
low, burnt yellow and orange inserts. 
A featured piece going with either 
ensemble is a rolling toy chest with 
wood-finish sides, yellow front, white 
lid, and two cushions. A crib is 
slatted with sculptured posts and has 
a sculptured top rail, convenient for 
mothers. A wall shelf adds decora- 
tion plus utility for toys and books. 

Departing from the traditional 
“baby-tones” of pink and blue, Pea- 
body includes blue-green and melons. 
Drawers and sliding doors are avail- 
able in silk screen prints on white 
plastic, and other materials.—Carolyn 
Knuemann.

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In other words, the company was 
restricted from the full use of its 
space, facilities, and obtainable sales 
by the design of the capital structure 
which introduced disastrous conse- 
quences above 60% of its capacity. 


CHART 14: This chart shows the 
record of a manufacturer of mechani- 
cal apparatus. In a short period the 
management had boosted sales with 
an accompanying fantastic increase 
in profits. They were young and 
aggressive and wanted to make sure 
that they were headed in the right 
direction. All they had to look at was 
the curve of INV/NW for the an- 
swer. The inventory exceeded the 
net worth by better than 2:1 at the 
end of the period. Their fixed asset 
level was satisfactory and there was 
no doubt that they were recovering 
every cent of their expenses and doing 
so consistently. 

However they were on shaky finan- 


cial ground. Actually the sales in- 
creases were stressing the capital 
structure. Just like sales increases 
can go beyond the point of maximum 
economy in production, the safety 
factor in the financial structure can 
also be undermined. 

The company was overtrading as 
seen by the curve of NS/NW and 
this occurred at about 60% of ca- 
pacity. Towards the end of this period 
the inventories swelled and the liabil- 
ities increased out-of-proportion to 
sales increases. The drop in the CR 
was caused by a sudden increase in 


current assets and current liabilities 
of about the same magnitude. 

There was no doubt that the profit 
was very attractive. And with the 
net worth as low as it was, the return 
on investment was fantastically high. 
So is a 20:1 shot at the race track. 
In effect the company was gambling; 
the slightest ill wind would have 
blown it away. Even the stockholders 
were agreeable to a lower return on 
their investment once they knew the 
true state of financial stability.

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Built-in Clip Improves 


Rubber Webbing Construction 
By Dennis Young, excerpted from RUBBER DEVELOPMENTS. 


A new rubber upholstery strapping, 
called “Vitaweb,” featuring non- 
corroding brass fixing clips bonded in 
during manufacture, has been devel- 
oped by the research department of 
Vitafoam, Ltd., English latex foam 
manufacturers. Although the prod- 
uct has just recently been put into 
production, it made its appearance 
on a large number of chairs at the 
1960 British Furniture Exhibition. 

The webbing is moulded from solid 
rubber, with the edges rounded to 
prevent them from marking the covers. 
The absence of reinforcing fabric 
eliminates bottoming under deflec- 
tion. Control of deflection required 
is achieved by the tension with which 
the webbing is attached to the frame. 
Tension is expressed as a percentage 
of the natural unstretched length and 
usually ranges between 20 and 30 
percent, according to the amount of 
deflection required. For example, to 
tension 2-inch webbing 20 percent 
over a 20-inch wide frame, the length 
of the webbing should be 20 inches, 
less 20 percent, or 16 inches. 

As another example, to illustrate 
the differences in deflection which 
can be obtained, take a chair seat 
measuring 22 inches between the fix- 
ing points for the rubber webbing; 
a 16 in. by 2 in. length would give 
a firm base, 17 in. a medium base 
and 18 in. a soft base. As the width 
of the span increases, a greater ten- 
sion should be used to give the same 
support. Thus, a 15 in. span between 
fixings and the webbing at a 20 per- 
cent tension will give a firmer support 
than webbing at the same stretch of 
20 percent over a 27 in. span. 

At present “Vitaweb” is available 
in black rubber only, in 1, 14% and 
2-inch widths, and lengths from 13 
to 30 inches, increasing in one inch 
stages. Three types of clip fixings 
are available, for all types of attach- 
ment to either wood or metal frames: 
the groove clip, designed for inserting 
into wooden rails; tacking clip, de- 
signed for fixing direct to wooden 
rails with clout nails through the holes 
provided (special fixing nails are also 
available); and the hook clip, cad- 
mium plated to avoid rusting, for use 
on tubular metal frames. |

Furniture manufacturers have such 
a large stake in the wood products 
industry, that anything which affects 
any portion of it also influences the 
furniture manufacturing industry and, 
of course, is a newsworthy item. 
Hence, recent activities of the world- 
renowned Smithsonian Institution 
should be of more than casual interest 
to furniture manufacturers. Perhaps 
many in the industry will have some 
good suggestions that will be helpful 
in preparing the Smithsonian’s con- 
templated exhibits for its multi-mil- 
lion-dollar expansion. 

Recent visitors to the Nation’s 
Capital have seen the framework of a 
large building, two blocks long, being 
erected on Constitution Avenue.

Within the next fev 
vears, intensive efforts will be under 
wav to improve this type of exhibi 
so that the visitor will seek and ge‘ 
an accurate and up-to-date picture ol 
the industry in which he is interested. 

The wood products industry, ot 
which furniture manufacturing is a 
major segment, is the only one on 
which I feel qualified to comment, 
specifically, as to how it can be de- 
picted most effectively. In the past, 
most wood products exhibits have 
been highly scientific presentations of 
the botanical properties of wood. 
They are interesting, of course, to the 
specialists in the field, but not to those 
who would like to know the history 
of the industry and see its achieve- 
ments properly dramatized. 

At this point, let me emphasize that 
these technical wood exhibits have 
been well handled, are excellent, and 
will continue to serve their purpose. 
The men responsible for them are 
recognized as top-ranking experts in 
the forestry and wood products pro- 
fessions. They have outstanding rec- 
ords of service to the industry. 

However, in this television age, it 
is necessary to dramatize the story 
of our industry. In a brief 20 or 30 
minutes, we must be able to tell each 
of the five million people, who visit 
the museum annually, how our indus- 
try started and why, the progress it 
has made, and benefits accrued to our 
nation’s economy.

The beech tree is distinctive, prin- 
cipally because of its smooth, long- 
enduring bark. It is known by nearly 
every youngster who has roamed the 
woods. When an initial or other char- 
acter is cut into the bark, the marking 
will be legible for many years. 

Every school boy has heard of 
Daniel Boone’s using a beech tree on 
which to carve the record of his kill- 
ing a bear. The carving was legible 
for more than 100 years, until the 
tree died or was removed. 

Evidently, the bark was not the 
only portion of the beech tree that 
was used for literary purposes. The 
name, “beech,” is derived from the 
Anglo-Saxon name for book. The con- 
nection seems to be that the Runic 
tables were written on thin slices of 
beech wood. 

Despite its many fine properties, 
beech has not enjoyed the popularity 
in this country that the European 
variety has attained in those countries 
where it abounds. In Germany and, 
in fact, most of western Europe, prob- 
ably more beech is used for furniture 
than in any other hardwood. This 
may be due to the fact that the Euro- 
peans do not have the choice of 
species to which we Americans are 
accustomed. 

In Europe, the tree is abundant, 
but no more so than it is in this coun- 
try. Also, there are slight differences 
between our own beech wood and 
European beech, but not enough to 
account for its greater popularity over 
there. Nevertheless, in touring any 
German furniture plant, one will find 
the preponderance of beech is out- 
standing where strong parts for chairs 
and other furniture are needed. 

Also notable, in touring Germany, 
is the extent to which the forests con- 
taining beech are preferred. The trees 
are tended with the most loving care, 
each twig being picked up and used 
in some way, often for fire wood, but 
for other purposes as well. 

The American beech grows through- 
out the eastern third of the United 
states and in Canada. The species is 
somewhat unusual in that, through- 
out its range, its characteristics vary 
very little. Regardless of the geo- 
graphic section from which it comes, 
the wood is about the same.

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ROUGH-PLANING’? 
YES, BUT NOT TOO ROUGH!

The importance of rough-planing in 
furniture manufacture is often under- 
estimated on the assumption that sub- 
sequent machining will remedy any 
deficiencies. To a large extent this is 
true. But if the rough-planing job is 
too bad, the grain may be so deeply 
torn that the finishing planer cannot 
dress it out and still leave the piece 
thick enough. Figure 1, which shows 
a part of the seat of a child’s chair, 
of hard maple, illustrates the case 
well. In spite of having been rough- 
planed, finish-planed, and sanded, the 
part retains a small amount of torn 
grain. Torn grain is not peculiar to 
maple, but occurs in many hardwoods 
and often originates with a poor job 
of rough-planing. 

Even where the degree of torn 
grain is slight, as in figure 1, the 
damage is more than superficial be- 
cause of the splits that are usually 
associated with it. High-speed mo- 
tion pictures have shown that the 
wood typically splits ahead of the 
knife edge as the knife approaches 
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the end of the cut. When wood is 
cut with the grain, no damage fol- 
lows. When it is cut against the grain, 
the usual result is chipped or torn 
grain that extends below the line of 
cut. This is accompanied by splits or 
grain separations that extend even 
deeper. 

The wood shown in figure 2 is 
birch. The torn grain area has been 
treated with a stain that not only 
colors the surface, but also follows 
any splits that accompany the torn 
grain. The lower piece was ripped 
from the edge of the upper piece 
and turned to show the length and 
depth of the split along the edge. 

After 1/32 inch was planed off 
from the same piece with a jointer, 
the surface appeared as in figure 3. 
The torn grain showing in figure 2 
was shallow enough to plane out. A 
definite grain separation remained, as 
proved by the stain that was drawn 
down into the splits by capillary ac- 
tion. The piece was obviously un- 
suitable for first-class finish. Samples 
showing about this degree of damage

are often sent to the Forest Products 
Laboratory with questions concerning 
the cause and cure. 

Figure 4 shows the appearance of 
the same birch sample after another 
1/32 inch of wood was planed off. 
Although most of the stain had dis- 
appeared, traces remained. The 1/16 
inch of wood that had been removed 
in the two cuts had not been enough 
to reach the bottom of the splits, yet 
was far too much to be removed by 
ordinary sanding. 

A few minute traces of stain re- 
mained after a third cut of 1/32 inch 
was made and a fourth cut was neces- 
sary to remove all evidence of stain. 
So, even though the torn grain disap- 
peared after 1/32 inch of wood was 
removed, removal of an additional 
3/32 inch was required to completely 
eliminate the splits that were associ- 
ated with it. 

Because of their grain and texture, 
birch and maple are among the woods 
that are most susceptible to chipped 
and torn grain. Assuming that the 
machine is in good condition and that 
the knives are reasonably sharp, there

Handle Abrasives 
With Care 


Coated abrasives can be expected 
to perform at maximum efficiency only 
when they receive proper handling 
and treatment. They require par- 
ticular care in storage, because the 
backings, and in some cases the ad- 
hesives, are sensitive to climatic con- 
ditions and will gain or lose moisture 
in accordance with surrounding rela- 
tive humidity. 

Improper or inadequate storage can 
cause weakened bond, curl, brittle-

ness, and breakage, resulting in the 
loss of as much as 70 percent of the 
productive life. 

Paper and cloth may contain from 
six to ten percent moisture and glue 
ten to fifteen percent, when in equili- 
brium with average atmospheric con- 
ditions. Cycling in the moisture con- 
tent of stored coated abrasives, which 
occurs if the relative humidity rises 
and falls frequently, causes strains 
between the abrasive and adhesive, 
which may weaken the bond and 
impair performance qualities. 

High moisture content is particu- 
larly detrimental to glue-bonded prod- 
ucts, causing the bond to soften under

reducing its ability to hold the grain 

upright for maximum cutting eff 

ciency. Frictional heat builds uw 

further softening the bond and th 

coated abrasive will then quickly fi 

and clog or lose its grain. 

Even though backings of wate: 
proof coated abrasives are not im 
paired by water, they will expand 
contract, soften or stiffen with humid- 
ity changes. Since the resin bond is 
not affected by moisture, the differ- 
ence in expansion between the back- 
ing and bond during storage may 
cause some waterproof coated abra- 
sives to curl. 

Too high a moisture content in the 
backing of discs and _resin-bonded, 
cloth-backed belts can make them 
temporarily unfit for use. If they are 
used on a machine before moisture 
content has been reduced to a uniform 
recommended level, uneven. strains 
will occur which can cause tracking 
problems, and greatly reduce belt life. 

Coated abrasives are manufactured 
to achieve maximum, trouble-free effi- 
ciency when stored and used at tem- 
perature ranges of from 60° to 80° F., 
and relative humidities of 35 to 50 
percent. 

The ideal storage room for coated 
abrasives would be one in which all 
the walls were inside partitions, rather 
than the outside walls of the building. 
There should be no_ steam-heated 
radiators or hot-air inlets. When heat 
must be supplied within the room, 
the abrasives should not be close to 
the source. For users having large 
inventories of coated abrasives, com- 
mercial air conditioners which main-

Mercurochrome, iodine, five percent acetic 
acid, five percent sodium hydroxide, lactic acid, mustard, 
one percent Tide detergent, lemon juice, fingernail polish 
and remover—all showed no effect, as did lighted match 
and lighted cigarettes (two minutes each) and open 
flame (lighter fluid, one minute). 

One big conveyor line, 2,500 feet long, with 750 hooks 
on three-foot centers, holding 1,500 chairs, runs from 
welding area, to painting, to assembly. At the chair 
assembly point fittings and glides, supplied by United- 
Carr, are attached. 

ChromCraft uses the Remington Rand card system for 
production control and materials requisition. For instance, 
the system assures that table tops required for the follow- 
ing day’s assembly, will be brought up the night before 
from the woodworking department. 

Particle board is used for table top cores. U. S. Ply- 
wood and Pope & Talbot are principle suppliers. National 
Adhesives laminating glue is applied by a Black Brothers 
spreader. Consoweld plastic laminates are laid up to the 
core without crossbanding and tops are cured in a Black 
Brothers laminating press. Roller conveyors are widely 
used to move stock to various boring, shaping, drilling, 
band sawing and other woodworking operations. 

Solid wood backs (not just mere framework) of three- 
ply lumber core bent plywood, are purchased from South- 
ern Laminating Co. Backs are band sawn to shapes

vised downward. This gave the line 

competitive selling edge and _ in- 
creased volume to the point where the 
slack was more than picked up. The 
important result was this: 

While the profit margin on each 

individual item was lower, the 

overall profit return from the en- 
tire line was greater, due to the 
increased volume. 

Actually, the profit margin on each 
item was not lowered as much as you 
might think, because labor costs were 
cut to some extent by the reduction 
in changeovers which the longer runs 
allowed. 

By converting to a narrower line 
with longer production runs, the com- 
pany was able to maintain an in-stock 
condition on finished goods. This in 
turn allowed them to take full advan- 
tage of re-orders, in addition to giving 
faster delivery on initial orders. Also, 
the reduction in changeovers increased 
machine utilization. This in turn pro- 
vided increased plant capacity with- 
out a capital investment. 

Another major cause of high labor 
costs is material handling. In_ this 
case history, we found that almost as 
much time was being consumed in 
handling and transporting raw mate- 
rials, component parts and assemblies 
as was being devoted to the actual 
fabricating and assembly. This pre- 
sented a fertile area for cutting labor 
costs. A few of the techniques intro- 
duced to reduce material handlings 
were: 

Working from coil stock instead 
of sheets, wherever feasible. 

Modifying the work place ar- 
rangements to minimize reaching, 
stooping and walking, such as using 
self-leveling tables. 

Greater use of line operations 
within a given department and pro- 
viding a continuity of flow between 
one department and its succeeding 
department. 

These are but a few of the manv 
vays in which material handling can 
ve reduced.

standards. 

By putting in accurate work stand- 
ards, and simultaneously adjusting 
base rates through Job Evaluation, 
the company’s direct labor costs were 
reduced by approximately 15%, and 
still provided the workers with the 
opportunity of taking home the same 
or greater pay.—Victor A. Lennon.

taken to minimize this sort of trouble. 


1. Adjust feed rate or cutterhead 
speed, or both, to get 16 to 20 knife 
cuts per inch. Tests made at the 
Forest Products Laboratory show that 
hard maple yields twice as many de- 
fect-free pieces with 20 knife cuts per 
inch as with 10. 

2. Avoid unduly heavy cuts as far 
as is practical, or take a light finish- 
ing cut on the face of the material. 

3. A cutting angle of 15° to 20° 
is better than higher angles as far as 
chipped grain is concerned, and light 
jointing of the knives, not over 1/32 
inch wide, is preferable. 

4. If the job permits, “graining” 
the lumber—that is, feeding so that 
the knives cut with the grain—will 


help avoid chipping the grain. 4

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The sapwood of beech is almost 
pure white, while the heartwood 
various from a very light tinge of 
brown to reddish brown or almost red. 
The wood has little figure as com- 
pared with some of the highly figured 
species, but it does have a distinct 
_ figure all of its own. Like oak, but 
less so, it has a somewhat distinctive 
medullary ray. On a flat-sawn piece, 
these appear as narrow, dark colored 
markings about the width of a fine 
pencil mark. When the wood is 
quartered, it has a very small, but 
distinct, quartered figure. 

The wood of the beech tree is 
strong and relatively heavy. Its 
strength makes it excellent for struc- 
tural furniture parts that must carry 
heavy loads. An indication of the 
strength of beech is its relatively high 
specific gravity of 0.64 which, you 
will recall, is considerably above ‘the 
average. So, it not only has high load- 
carrying capacity, but holds fastenings 
tenaciously and has excellent abrasive- 
resistant qualities. 

Probably one of the less desirable 
features of beech, for furniture, is its 
relatively large amount of shrinkage 
during drying. As usual with a species 
having this characteristic, reasonable 
care must be taken to avoid damaging 
it during kiln drying. 

Beech wood has a fine grain and 
close texture, with no deep pores, and 
therefore finishes very smooth. In 
fact it has so many potentials as a 
furniture wood that it should be more 
carefully, thoroughly considered for 
this use. Why should its principal 
use in America be in reproducing 
provincial styles when its properties 
and characteristics actually challenge 
the imagination and creative abilities 
of the furniture designer and _pro- 
ducer?—Carl A. Rishell.
